CAPITAL VS. LABOR

HERE is no strike a.t the great manufacturing town 


of Fall River Massachusette, but the mills are closed 


or closing. Six hundred thousand spindles are idle and 
the employees have nothing to do except sit around and 
think of thts era of prosperity. 


There would have been a hue and cry, had this been 


brought about by a labor strike; if agitators had succeed- 
ed In stopping the spindles and closing the mills, but be- 
cause it is the tesult of a corner engineered by capital, 
there is no criticism, no suggestion of a way out 


Every rrum is wise enough to solve labor questions 


and tioubles, every man is prepared off hand to point out 
the wiongs that labor inflicts upon society when a strike 
As discussed or inaugurated, but courts and judges, law- 
yers and statesmen are not wise enough to suggest a rem- 
edy for the evil caued by capital, when it corners a mar- 
ket, closes mills, and throws thousands and thousands of 
"helpless men and women out of work and means of sub- 
si stance. 


It is absolutely wiong-, illegal, entirely devoid of any 


equity for labor to strike in the hope of remedying an in- 
dustrial wrong, that us temporarily inteifering ^ith trade 
relations and causing an advance in price of some comj 
modity that is in quick demand. The curb-stone or bar- 
room philosopher tells you ail about it; the penny-a-line 
newspaper \\titer makes it plain, and the fifteenth rate 
.lawyer quotes from standaid authorities an easy solution 
•of the difficulty; statesmen debate upon the subject, and 
tthe President appoints commissions whose duty it is to 
arbitrate the dilEerenoes.

As wo understand it, the conditions at Fall River are

That it says the 
law disctiminates against it? Why should capital have 
the right to Interfeie with tia.de and no criticism be pass- 
ed thereon and no Injunctions issued against it? If labor 
does aught to stay the piogiess of affairs it is enjoined 
and jailed.
